Rome—(NC) — Although Burma 
achieved independence at the be- 
ening of the year, revolt of the 

aren National Union, which is al- 
lied with the communists, is still 
going on, but intrepid missionar- 
les, according to ides Service 
here, remain at their posts in 
prayer and sacrifice, and keeping 
vigil “so that the Sanctuary Lamp 
will burn perpetually.” Fides is a 
mission news service issued by the 
Sacred Congregation for the Pro- 
pagation of the Faith. 

About twice the size of Italy, 
Burma has a population of about 
17,000,000, of whom 12,000,000 are 
Burmese, while the remainder are 
minorities such as about 2,000,000 
Karens, a million Shans and in 
lesser numbers the Chins, Kach- 
ins, Paddaungs, Indo-Burmese, Eu- 
Tasians and Europeans. 

According to the latest census, 
there are 130,220 Catholics, with 
69,872 of them in the largest city, 
Rangoon, which has about one-half 
million people. Toungoo hag 33,- 
288 Catholics and Mandalay 13,- 
433. The nation’s total of cate- 
chumens at the last count was 
16,447. There are 82 native and 
137 foreign hort 25 native and 
286 foreign Brothers, and 286 na- 
tive and 222 foreign Sisters.

Cardinal Agaogianian said, “is the 
best and only possible solution for 
the welfare, not only of Christians, 
but for all Arabs, os well as for 
peoce between the Arabs and 
Jews.” 


Archbishop Marina declared that 
because of its socred character all 
the Holy Lond should logically be 
placed under international control; 
but if this is not feasable at least 
Jerusalem ond its surroundings ond 
Nozareth should be governed by 
on international charter.

A large fleet of urban and inter- 
urban buses, taxis and cars-for- 
hire, paralyzed by the war, are also 
ready to go into action to accom- 
modate tourists. 

Jerusalem’s. production of relig- 
ious goods is not well known but 
has possibilities of bringing in a 
considerable wealth if revived and 
enlarged in a peaceful city. These 
religious goods include rosaries, 
olive-wood and mother-of-pearl 
crosses, laces and embroideries for 
religious purposes.

“Work of the Catholic Church in 
establishing small mission parishes 
in remote areas should continue on 
an even more extensive basis,” St. 
Joseph’s president said. “Unfor- 
tunately, the need for economy in 
the past has often meant eliminat- 
ing the architect's and other impor- 
tant services.” 


Contest rules indicated that since 
small, mission churches are usually 
built in smaller towns, the most 
simple and convenient materials 


given preference. “Since color in 
itself is not costly,” Father Zano- 
lar said, “we have encouraged its 
use in the contest.” 


Towers and other extraneous 
architectural “ginger bread” will 
probably be missing from the win- 
ning design, which will have more 
of an eye toward function and 
economy. 

Specifications include a level plot 
of ground fronting 100 by 150 feet 
on two equally prominent cross 
streets in a town of 2,000 popula- 
tion. First floor area may not ex- 
ceed 3,000 square feet. There must 
also be a vestibule or small nar- 
thex, a seating capacity of 200, a 
sanctuary with one altar, a com- 
bination priest’s and altar boys’ 
sacristy, a confessional and a 
baptismal. 

ere will be a one-room effici- 
ency combination living quarters 
and office for the missionary priest, 
with provisions for shower, toilet, 
pullman kitchen and storage closet, 
Heating plan and fuel bins will be 
in the full- basement, where future 
development of a parish social 
hall will be possible. - :

In fact, I'll solve it 
here by sayine that we must all 
imitate Him in two things: (1) in 
what He is; (2) in what He did, It 
is that easy. 


What is Christ? He is (and 
don’t quit on me here) the Son of 
God. And we must imitate Him 
in that Sonship, not by being one 
of the Trinity, because that is im- 
possible, but by having in us God's 
own life. That means living in 
what you know as the state of 
grace—without serious sin, without 
that taste for sin that makes us 
wish we could have it and God too. 
Difficult? Not at all; it’s impos- 
sible, without help. 


Act Like Christ 


And now let's ask the second 
question; how did Christ act? That 
answer isn’t hard either, because 
Christ acted always in the way 
that pleased His Father. What- 
ever the Father wanted Christ did. 
And He was able to do it precisely 
because He knew what it was the 
Father wanted. True, we don’t al- 
ways have just that kind of knowl- 
edge, but we can imitate Our Lord 
by never doing anything we know 
God does not want, 


And we can imitate Him further 
by trying to find out just what 
God does want from us. It may 
be obedience to our parents, more 
care in our work, better control 
of our tongue, more attention to 
prayer, less dangerous reading, 
more frequent use of the Sacra- 
ments, more constant attendance at 
Mass—or any combination of these 
and dozens of other things. Only 
some real thinking about oursel- 
ves, and perhaps a talk with our 
confessor, can give us the right 
answer. But it is an answer worth 
knowing, because this imitation of 
Our Lord is a thing worth trying. 
It is the way to ‘eaven. 

Once more, though, none of us 
can imitate Our Lord without help. 
Christ Himself said that plainly: 
“Without me you can do nothing.” 
So we have to accept the fact. We 
have to look for help, and where 
else but to God? Or maybe you 
don’t see it quite that way. Maybe 
you aren’t Completely sold on 
God’s ability to help. If that is the 
way things stand then listen to 
King David sing of His earthly 
power in a storm: 


“The voice of the Lard shatters 
the cedars of Lebanon... He

An Interview With O. S. V. Editor

In an article appearing in Our 
Sunday Visitor recently the change 
in attitude towards religion in edu- 
cation during the past twenty-five 
years was noted. Were there not 
more recent statements made by 
national organizations designed to 
arouse the populace to give deep 
‘gonsideration to the need of relig- 
ion in both school and political 
life? 

There were many. In fact in the 
year 1942 we wrote a book en- 
titled Our National Enemy Num- 
ber I—Education without Religion, 
in which we quoted from more 
than 300 non-Catholic statesmen, 
churchmen, educators, politicians, 
editors of papers and magazines, 
judges of courts, ete. 

In July, 1941, the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States set 
up a Committee to cooperate with 
a similar committee in the “Ame- 
rican Association of School Ad- 
yn.inistrators” to bring about the 
establishment of local groups of 
business men and school officials to 
discuss educational matters and to 
carry out the program. 


The two committees, operating 
jointly, outlined the objectives they 
had in mind as a starting point 
for the undertaking. Their de- 
claration emphasizes the necessity 
of promoting a better understand- 
jng of American traditions and in- 
stitutions and the development of 
a religious background as one of 
the fundamentals to be consider- 
ed. In the declaration they state, 
among other things: 


The fundamental bases of 
American citizenship are poli- 
‘tical and _ religious freedom. 
Therefore, understanding of the 
Bill of Rights, the Constitution 
and the fundamentals of our 
economy go hand in hand with 
an understanding of the Bible 
itself.

York, President of the “Religious 
Educational Association,” at the 
same time, conducted a country- 
wide survey for the purpose of as- 
certaining the reaction of various 
groups to each of the following 
four proposals for the religious 
education of youths in school: (1) 
official recognition of religious edu- 
cation in the general educational 
scheme through “released” time, 
school credits, and the like; (2)

and synagogue. ) 

Meeting in Chicago, Feb. 8-15, 
1942, The International Council of 
Religious Education decreed, 
through 100,000 interested men 
and women, to bring religious in- 
struction to many millions who 
were deprived of it in youth. It ac- 
counted for the, poor patronage of 
169,207 Protestant Sunday Schools 
by the neglect of children, relig- 
iously and spiritually, during the 
days of elementary schooling.

ing the Church by depriving chil- 
dren of religious knowledge, should 
we not strive for national unity, 
blessed by God, through the intro- 
duction of instruction concerning 
God and His law through the co- 
operation of the schools of our 
nation? 

The experience of the ages 
proves that a healthy state of mor- 
ality, on which the well-being of 
any nation rests, must have a re- 
ligious basis, It proves that poli- 
ticians without faith and the di- 
rectors of secret organizations oft- 
en cooperate with the most subver- 
sive elements; that irreligious men, 
ambitious to rule, have done more 
to stem the progress of civiliza- 
tion than all other persons, organ- 
izations and influences combined. 
The first step always was to ad- 
vocate or introduce a purely secular 
system of education in the hope 
that people, weaned from the 
churches, would also lend them- 
selves to the overthrow of the ex- 
isting political order. 

On November 28, 1940, at the re- 
dedication ceremonies of Earl Hall, 
Columbia University, the late Pres- 
ident Nicholas Murray Butler de- 
plored the effect of the exclusion 
of religious education from the pub- 
lie schools, in these words: 

This generation is béginning 
to forget the place which relig- 
ious instruction must occupy in 
education if that education is to 
be truly sound and liberal. We 
seem to forget that until some 
200 years ago religious instruc- 
tion everywhere dominated edu- 
cation; religion guided educa- 
tion, shaped education and se- 
lected the material for education 
in every part of the world; in 
the Orient, Europe and the 
Americas. Then began, as a re- 
sult of the rise of Protestant- 
ism and the spread of democracy, 
those sharp differences of relig- 
ious opinion and of religious 
worship which unfortunately ex- 
hibited themselves in highly con- 
troversial form. One _ conse- 
quence was to lead men to turn 
aside from religious study and 
religious teaching in the attempt 

to avoid those contentious differ- 
ences which had become so com- 
mon. Then particularly in this 
democracy of ours, a curious ten- 
dency grew up to exclude relig- 
ious teaching altogether from 
education on the ground that 
such teaching was in conflict with 
our fundamental doctrine as to 
the separation of Church and 
State. In other words, religious 
teaching was narrowed down to 
something which might be called 
denominationalism and therefore 
because of differences of faith 
and practice it must be excluded 
from education. The result was 
to give paganism new importance 
and new influence. 

It is the lesson of history that 
education, purely secular and ma- 
terial, has never established a last- 
ing civilization, that it has been 
wholly incompetent to preserve a 
civilization erected on Christian 
philosophic principles and, of 
course, materialistic education will 
be unable to restore the centuries- 
old civilization now in a state of 
collapse. ~ 

If Stalin and Hitler and their 
ilk were wrong, then the Christian 
philosophy of education and its

A STIRRING story is related from the life of St. Hyacinth.

Sacrament out of the tabernacle in order to save it from 
desecration. As he was leaving the church, he had to pass 
before the altar of the Blessed Virgin, where he heard a voice

ithout hesitation the Saint seized 
the statue from the altar.

Is that not a type of our relig- 
ious life, of our striving after in- 
terior perfection? If we want to 
become devout and interior Chris- 
tians, if we want to signally defeat 
the enemy of our soul and conquer 
the land of perfection, then we 
must carry the Eucharist in one 
hand and Mary’s image in the 
other. In other words, we must 
become votaries of the Blessed 
Sacrament and of Mary; we must 
cultivate true love towards Christ 
and Mary. 

During the month of May the 
eyes of all interior Christians are 
centered upon the picture of our 
beloved Mother, the supreme model 
of Christ-loving souls.

This is the glad mes- 
sage inscribed on millions of vo- 
tive tablets in many of her pil- 
grimage places. Therefore, have 
strong confidence in Mary! She is 
likewise your Mother! God Him- 
self selected her for that purpose. 
Jesus has renewed this eternal mis- 
sion of hers from the cross. Many 
have pleaded with her to be their 
Mother. ~She is sympathetic, under- 
standing and condescending to- 
wards us all. The same love which 
unites her with Christ, binds her 
to every member of His Mysti- 
cal body. Go to her with great 
confidence! In every spiritual and 
bodily need let us turn to her: “Be 
to me a Mother and protect thy 
child!”

Speak To Mary 


A bad child is one that does not 
care to be near its mother.

There should be noth- 
ing kept back, nothing which the 
mother ought not to know. Speak 
simply and confidently to Mary— 
with the unstudied candor and 
spontaneity of a child. No reading 
to her from an impersonal prayer 
book! Your heart with its strug- 
gles and sufferings, its victories 
and reverses, its joys and tears, its 
plans and hopes, its mistakes and 
regrets: let it be an open book to 
her.

Here we learn to. keep God’s 
commandments out of love. We 
learn to utter the brave “Fiat”: be 
it done to me according to thy 
word; thy will be done. Here we 
learn to eXercise uncompromising 
and total surrender to God; here 
we learh an unquestioning obe- 
dience which remains silent and 
makes sacrifices. Here we learn to 
pray for others, for God’s interests 
and for His Church, for the con- 
version of sinners and the sancti- 
fication of priests. Here we learn 
to stand upright even under the 
cross; here we learn not to flee 
from the cross, but bravely to bear 
it. Here we may learn the virtues 
of wisdom and justice, of modera- 
tion and fortitude. Here we can 
learn purity: Mary Immaculate, 
the Rose among thorns. Here that 
true nobility of character can be 
learned which is the true test of 
virtue. Every virtue required for 
true interior life and its progress, 
humility, patience, purity, faith, 
hope and love; surrender to God 
and to His holy will; obedience, 
perseverance, generosity; power to 
suffer, zealous prayer, love of 
neighbor, serenity of soul—all 
these virtues and every other en- 
dowment is to be found in won- 
derful harmony and perfection in 
Mary’s portrait. Often ask your- 
self: “What would Mary do now if 
she were in my place?” Then you 
will resemble her portrait. more 
closely. Then your spiritual atti- 
tude will be conformed to that of 
Mary.

Four Tips For Your Devotion To Her

A STIRRING story is related from the life of St. Hyacinth. 

When an invading army entered the city where the 
Saint’s monastery stood, the latter quickly took the Blessed 
Sacrament out of the tabernacle in order to save it from 
desecration. As he was leaving the church, he had to pass 
before the altar of the Blessed Virgin, where he heard a voice

gently say: “Take me along too!” 
Without hesitation the Saint seized 
the statue from the altar. Courage- 
ously he walked towards the enemy 
with the ciborium in one hand and 
our Blessed Lady’s statue in the 
other. Driven by some mysterious 

wer, the enemy retreated; and 
both the city and monastery were 
saved. 


Is that not a type. of our relig- 
ious life, of our striving after in- 
terior perfection? If we want to 
become devout and interior Chris- 
tians, if we want to signally defeat 
the enemy of our soul and conquer 
the land of perfection, then we 
must carry the Eucharist in one 
hand and Mary’s image in the 
other. In other words, we must 
become votaries of the Blessed 
Sacrament and of Mary; we must 
cultivate true love towards Christ 
and Mary. 


During the month of May the 
eyes of all interior Christians are 
centered upon the picture of our 
beloved Mother, the supreme model 
of Christ-loving souls. They strive 
oe pepe her as closely as pos- 
sible. 


Much is said nowadays about 
Marian piety and “Marian forma- 
tion.” What is meant by this? Per- 
haps what these words attempt to 
convey might be summarized as 
follows: 


Have respect for Mary! 

Have strong faith in Mary! 

Speak gladly and like a child to 
Mary! 

Live, pray and sacrifice like 
Mary! 


Respect For Mary! 


She is the Mother of God. Never 
before has such a dignity been con- 
ferred upon a frail mortal, nor 
such a heavy responsibility as that 
placed upon Mary. If the dignity 
of a mother becomes great in pro- 
portion to the greatness of her 
Child, then Mary’s greatness and 
holiness approaches the infinite 
greatness and sanctity of God and 
God’s Son. We should strive to 
know more and more about Mary’s 
greatness, dignity and holiness. She 
shares in the eternal wisdom and 
mysterious counsels of God. Her 


is she Queen of the Patriarchs, of 
the Prophets and of the Apostles. 
She adores her Savior from the

she deserves this confidence. She 
is “Omnipotence kneeling,” “Om- 
nipotence interceding.” That Mary 
should not grant a petition is some- 
thing unheard of. No good child 
would refuse a mother’s plea. Much 
less will Jesus, Almightiness Itself, 
refuse the greatest among all the 
children of men. All graces pass 
through Mary’s hands. She is the 
great dispenser and likewise the 
great co-earner of grace. “Mary 
has helped!” This is the glad mes- 
sage inscribed on millions of vo- 
tive tablets in many of her pil- 
grimage places. Therefore, have 
strong confidence in Mary! She is 
likewise your Mother! God Him- 
self selected her for that purpose. 
Jesus has renewed this eternal mis- 
sion of hers from the cross. Many 
have pleaded with her to be their 
Mother. ~She is sympathetic, under- 
standing and condescending to- 
wards us all. The same love which 
unites her with Christ, binds her 
to every member of His Mysti- 
cal body. Go to her with great 
confidence! In every spiritual and 
bodily need let us turn to her: “Be 
to me a Mother and protect thy 
child!” She hears and understands 
us; she provides for us and loves 
us. She is our Mother who knows 
every pang and sorrow—even the 
sorrowful way of the Cross. Let 
us have unbounded confidence in 
Mary. 


Speak To Mary 


A bad child is one that does not 
care to be near its mother. A 
stupid child runs away from its 
mother. A simple child is one that 
must first find words with which 
to speak to its mother. There 
should be no secrets between child 
and mother. There should be noth- 
ing kept back, nothing which the 
mother ought not to know. Speak 
simply and confidently to Mary— 
with the unstudied candor and 
spontaneity of a child. No reading 
to her from an impersonal prayer 
book! Your heart with its strug- 
gles and sufferings, its victories 
and reverses, its joys and tears, its 
plans and hopes, its mistakes and 
regrets: let it be an open book to 
her. Speak of all these matters as a 
child would with its mother. Tell 
her of your defeats and weaknesses, 
of your striving after virtue and 
interior progress, of your friends 
and enemies, of your prayers and 
sacrifices. Tell her of your devotion 
to her and to her divine Child, of 
your surrender to Jesus and His 
Holy Church, of your Apostolate 
and the fulfillment of your duties. 

Be very frank in speaking and 
thinking with Mary. Be openheart- 
ed with the simplicity of a child; be 
generous without reserve. How 
charming is the story of Blessed 
Herman Joseph, who naively gave 
the Blessed Mother his apple! 
That was at the moment his most 
prized possession. He wished to 
offer himself by means of the 
apple.

The convent of the Sisters 
of Notre Dame de Sion in Kansas 
City and a small center in New 
York and in Brooklyn are about 
all that we have to show in the way 
of our interest for the spiritual 
welfare of the Jews. We hope to

Red Offensive In China 


Follows Party Line 


HE respect of the free world should go out to the Chinese 

Nationalists who are fighting so valiantly, and against' 
great odds, to hold their freedom. Despite numerous reports|— 
to the contrary, the Communist offensive in China has as its 
ultimate aim complete domination of that nation and, with it, 
complete suppression of religion. 


Yu-Pin of Nanking, “all Commun- 
ist peace offensives are geared 
to war ... Now the world knows 
that the China Reds never wanted 
peace. That’s why there is war and 
bloodshed again in China.” 


Archbishop Yu-Pin is well 
known in the United States, where 
he is visiting at the present time. 
He says that the leaders of China 
“still think that human liberty is 
worth fighting for even though 
they go down to the valley of 
death. In this, at least, they have 
set an example at a tremedous 
cost to the remaining half of a 
free. world.” 


Archbishop Yu-Pin has, we 
think, also set an example for 
many Catholics. In speaking of 
the destruction of Catholic prop- 
erty in China, he indirectly dis- 
closed the great work which he 
had accomplished during the past 
seven or eight years. 


The Communists, the Archbish- 
op said, have silenced his two 
Catholic radio stations, as well as 


In the words of Archbishop Paul 


closed down three of his Catholic 
daily newspapers. The latter were 
published in Peiping, Tientsin and 
Nanking. Two other publications’ 
in Nanking, a Catholic weekly 
and a Catholic monthly, have been 
removed at the Archbishop’s ord- 
ers to Canton. The Prelate said 
that he had recently started an- 
other Catholic newspaper in Sing- 
apore where there are nearly l,- 
000,000 Chinese. 

Because the Archbishop refus- 
ed “to permit Marxism to be 
taught in my Catholic schools,” 
he said, “I am now forced to close 
the eight Catholic high schools of 
my Archdiocese which were found- 
ed since V. J. Day.” 

The fruits of the Archbishop’s 
labor for refugees from Red China 
and orphaned children of heros of 
the Sino-Japanese War, have also 
been obliterated by the Commun- 
ists. These include two large co- 
operative farms for refugees, most 
of whom come from Red China— 
a 1,300-acre farm outside Suchow,

Archbishop said he had integrated 
the refugee relief work with a 
Catholic high school for orphans 
in Suchow. 


“This work of mercy, especially, 
was dear to my heart,” the Arch- 
bishop said, “because it took care 
of the orphaned children of the 
heroes of the Sino-Japanese War.” 

A priest, who has been living 
for twenty years among the Chi- 
nese, recently wrote about the 
great destruction wrought by the 
recent Yangtse River flood. In 
that connection he observed: 


“T firmly believe that the ordin- 
ary Chinese people are the most 
wonderful people on earth. No 
affliction, no trouble, no catas- 
trophe can keep them down or ov- 
ercome their marvelous power of 
resistance. Floods and famines 
with their attendant diseases; 
robbers, bandits, Reds, student 
trouble and marauding, theiving 
military: all these have come up- 
on them singly and the battalions. 
And these people come smiling 
through: Hats off to this wonder- 
ful people! There’s surely a glorious 
future awaiting them—and in the 
Catholic Church, too, God _ will- 
ing.”

According to the Encyclopedia 
AMERICANA, Mr. Miller’s study 
of the Biblical prophecies and espe- 
tially those of Daniel, had con- 
vinced him that the second coming 
of Christ was to occur between 


March 21, 1843 and the same date 


1844, At that time Miller had 
about 60,000 followers, many of

whom assembled in different places 
to welcome the second coming of 
the Savior. But He did not come. 


From that time on (Mr, Miller 
died in 1849) Adventists have been 
expected to be ever ready for the 
coming of Christ, which might hap- 
pen at any time, and every Adven- 
tist alive at that time hopes to be 
“taken up into the air to meet 
Christ” and to be glorified (trans- 
lated) without going through death. 


Like all Protestants the Adven- 
tists claim to believe in the in- 
spiration of the Bible and hold it 
to be the only rule of faith. They 
adhere to the literal interpretation 
of Holy Scripture and, therefore, 
maintain that the Saturday and 
not the Sunday must be observed 
as the day of public worship; that 
if “God rested on the seventh day,” 
which is Saturday, then the first 
day, which is Sunday, could not 
commemorate that rest. They be- 
lieve in what is often called a 
“soul-sleeping,” by which is meant 
that at death the souls of the 
righteous remain in an unconscious 
state until the day of the body’s 
resurrection; they believe that the 
souls of the wicked do not survive 
death. They believe that the wars 
and famines and pestilences, the 
darkening of the sun and of the 
moon, the falling of stars foretold 
by Christ in atthew, Chapter 
XXIV, have already taken place, 
and that the true Christian must 
be ready to expect the coming of 
Christ. 


The Seventh Day Adventists also 
find the doctrine of vegetarianism 
in Holy Scripture, and members 
are expected not only to abstain 
from meat, but from every stimul- 
ant, whether it be intoxicating 
liquor or coffee, or tobacco, or pep- 
per or salt. 


The Kellogg Battle Creek, Michi- 
gan, Sanitarium, is an Adventist 
institution, as is also a large san- 
itarium, a training school for phy- 
sicians and nurses, near Redlands, 
California. 

The members seem to be very 
sincere and earnest in their faith, 
are tithers, are zealous in the 
spread of their religion, especially 
through literature. Some of their 
publications are of the best in 
physical appearance, and they are 
printed in many languages, even 
if the membership of the Seventh 
Day Adventist Church in the Unit- 
ed States falls short of 200,000. 
They have missionaries in all parts 
of the world as well as here at 
home. 

The writer has discussed the Ad- 
ventist creed with earnest mem- 
bers and has found them to be quite 
inconsis even if sincere, in 
their defense of the “literal” inter- 
pretation of Holy Scripture. We 
asked one, for instance, “if Adam 
died on the day that he ate of the 
forbidden fruit?” The gentleman 
answered: “No, but his death sen- 
tence was pronounced.” We retort- 
ed, “But that is not a literal inter- 
pretation of God’s words: ‘On the 
day thou shalt eat of that fruit 
thou shalt surely die.’ ” 

Other Christians ‘believe that 
ceremonial ordinances of the Old 
Law were to terminate with Christ 
in. Whom they were to have their 
fulfillment and while it is very 
true that God incorporatec into the 
mandate “Remember the Sabbath 
day to keep it holy,” that is a 
Commandment which is not 


grounded in nature itself, as the 
other Commandments are. 


You will find in the Psalms of 
David and throughout other books 
of the Old Testament that certain 
ordinances of God were to be ob- 
served “forever.” But even the 
Adventists do not believe that oth- 
er ordinances of the Old Law are 
to be observed “forever.” 


_ One of them told u: that even 
if Christ had Himself changed the 
day of worship from the Saturday 
to the Sunday, he would be com- 
pelled to deny His divinity. Such 
an attitude, of course, is not de- 
fensible, because granting that 
Christ was divine, as Adventists 
believe, He could alte~ and even 
revoke any law which was not 
grounded in nature itself. There 
was a reason to alter the day for 
public worship, and that reason 
was the emphasis which needed to 
be placed on the termination of the 
Old Law which Jewish converts to 
Christianity warted to have con- 
tinued. 


It took a great deal of persua- 
sion to convince St. Peter that 
Christianity was for the Gentiles, 
and Christ had to :nake a special 
revelation to St. Paul that the 
Gentiles were to have an equal 
chance with the Jews for salvation 
through the Christian religion. 
Since convert Jews wanted to ob- 
serve the Sabbath, we see the ear- 
ly Christians, with the encourage- 
ment of the Aposties, observing the 
“first day” of the week or the 
Sunday, for public worship. The 
reason that day was selected rath- 
ed than the second or the third 
day is that Christ rose from the 
dead on the first dav o- the week, 
and Christianity, according to St. 
Paul, actually rests on that resur- 
rection. Then the Christian Church 
was truly born, received its first 
members—3,000 of them—on Pen- 
tecost, the first day of the week, 
when the Holy Spirit descended on 
the Apostles. 


Certainly the Church could not 
have gone wrong in Apostolic 
times, nor could ‘t have remained 
completely wrong for seventeen 
centuries, when no Christian ob- 
served the seventh day of the week. 
“All Christians all the time” could 
not have been in error, 


But if one makes the proper dis- 
tinction between the natural law 
and the ceremonial law, no difficul- 
ty arises from the changing of the 
day of public worship. The na- 
tural law imposes on the creature 
the obligation of worshipping the 
Creator, and on societ~ paying God 
“public worship.” The natural law 
did not defend any particular day. 
The ceremonial law of the Old 
Testament was a much subject to 
change as any ceremonial law in 
the Testament, and that part of the 
third Commandment (Protestant 
Fourth) which apecifies the day 
in each week is “ceremonial.” Why 
should it matter with God whether 
the weekly day of worship were 
observed on one day rather than 
on another? 


Of course the answer will be re- 
asserted “But God _ specified the 
Sabbath or seventh day because He 
rested on that day.” Christ was 
as much God as the Father Who 
gave that order, and He authorized 
His Apostles to make laws for 
Christians. “All power in Heaven 
and on earth is given to Me; go 
ye, therefore, and teach all na- 
tions, teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever 1 have com- 
manded you” (Matt. XXVIII, 20). 
Now the Apostles may have been 
commanded by Christ to change 
the day of worship from the sev- 
enth day to the first day for all we 
know. Doesn’t St. John state that 
Jesus did and taught many things 
which are not written in Holy 
Scripture (John XXI, 25)? Doesn't 
St. Luke tell us (Acts I, 3) that 
during the forty days between the 
Resurrection and Ascension Christ 
“pave Commandments by the Holy 
Ghost”; and that He “spoke to 
them of the Kingdom of God, 
which is His Church. 


Could it not be that one of the 
commandments was to alter’

Did He not deliver to Peter the 
keys of the Kingdom of Heaven 
and declare that He would bind in 
Heaven whatever Peter would bind 
on earth? In fact He later gave 
that same authorization to all the 
Apostles, who were to resent 
the teaching body of His Church. 

What would be the sense of or- 
dering people to read the entire 
Bible if all that matters is from 
one to half a dozen scattered texts. 
Most theologians and exegetes 
throughout the centuries have not 
even dared to pretend to interpret 
Daniel and Ezechiel in the Old 
Testament nor Revelations (Apoc- 
alypse) in the New Testament. The 
Evangelists who recorded what 
Christ taught, and Luke detaili 
the foundation of the Church ant 
the missionary activities of the 
Apostles, and the Apostles who in- 
structed their congregations, as 
recorded in the New Testament, 
are the things which should gov- 
ern the beliefs of Christians, and 
not prophetic books of whose inter- 
pretation no one could be absolute- 
ly certain. 


We have said that we admire 
the zeal and the sacrifices made by 
members of the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists religion, and wish that 
Christians of other organizations 
were half as earnest about the 
practices of their faith and the 
propagation of it as are the Ad- 
ventists, but “sincerity is not 
necessarily truth.” In a thousand 
other matters people are sincere 
and still in error. 
tian writers in the fourth and fifth 
centuries emphasized the need of 
taking account of the universal be- 
liefs and practices of the Christian 
world, as the best evidence of what 
was originally revealed, and in- 
tended for the belief and practice 
of Christians, because God’s 
Church, by the very nature of 
things, could not possible fail com- 
pletely, and did Christ not promise 
that He the Founder would be with 
it “all days,” and that the Holy 
Spirit would be sent to it for the 
one purpose of “keeping it in 
truth ?” 

If the observance of the Sab- 
bath is the one thing that mat- 
ters and all other differences be- 
tween Christians and Jews are of 
lesser importance, then the Jews 
would have as much right to claim 
that they are still God’s people as 
the Seventh Day Adventists, for 
the latter still observe the Sab- 
bath (seventh) day.

So it is quite foolish for any 
one to cast an aspersion on one 
who has been mentally afflicted 
or who is enduring such a sad 
cross.

Honesty Of Shanghai Customs 
Official Saves New Italian 
Mission Venture In China 


News Section—Page 5A 


Shanghai.—(NC)—Chin Siang, + 
a 25-year-old Chinese customs 
official] here, had a sudden chance 
to become rich. He didn’t take 
it, for a good reason. His de- 
cision was a crucial one for a 
group of hard-pressed mission- 
aries. 


That’s part of the drama be- 
hind an announcement published 
recently in Shanghai newspapers 
by the Customs Commissioner. 
It ran: 


“Tt igs hereby announced that a 
parcel of gold was found by a 
customs officer in the Lunghua 
aerodrome. The owner 1s re- 
quested to call and support his 
claim by stating full particu- 
Se as 

The story begins last winter 
when a group of young Italian 
Fathers prepared to leave for a 
new field of work in central 
China. They would need funds 
for months ahead and would be 
far from banks. Paper money 
would depreciate. They decided 
to scrape together all the money 
they could and buy gold, the most 
stable “money” here. One of 
their number was chosen as car- 
rier. 

He left Shanghai by plane 
early one March morning. In the 
bustle of departure he dropped 
his precious package and did not 
miss it until after the take-off. 

A frantic wire from an island 
city brought news of his loss to 
his colleagues in Shanghai. It 
spelled a major disaster for the 
new mission venture. 

Meanwhile, young Chin Siang 
had stumbled on a heavy little 
package on the ground at Lung- 
hua airport here. Opening it, he 
found 34 ounces of gold. 

There’s a lot you can do with 
84 ounces of gold, the equivalent 
of at least $1,700 in U. S. money 
and about five years’ salary for a 
young customs man In Shanghai. 


That adds up to a sizeable temp- 
tation under present conditions 
here. 


Chin Siang’s honesty adds up 
to something bigger, however. 
He reported his find to his supe- 
riors. After waiting some time 
for a claimant to appear, the 
commissioner inserted the notice 
in the papers, 


The young priests’ colleagues 
saw it. They had the details to 
prove his claim. On March 30 the 
gold was turned over, to be for- 
warded to him for its original 
purpose—the missions. 


Chin Siang, who is unmarried, 
has had three years of univer- 
sity training but could not finish. 
He shuns publicity. His widowed 
mother, however, probably agrees 
with the young priests, and with 
this correspondent, that Chin 
Siang should be publicized as one 
of Shanghai’s leading citizens.

; Washjngton—(NC)—The Senate has passed and sent 
to the House the Thomas Federal Aid to Education Bill, 
which gives the States $300,000,000 annually to better the 
public school pupils’ opportunities for adequate instruction 
but guarantees nothing for parochial school children. 

An attempt by Senator Brien McMahon of Connecticut 


since every child is included with- 
in the measure of allocation,” 
Senator McMahon declared, “a 
child shall not be counted in for 
the purposes of ascertaining the 
amount, and then, if he happens to 
attend a non-public school, be 
counted out when it comes to the 
enjoyment of the services which 
are clearly permitted under the 
Constitution and under the deci- 
sions of the Supreme Court.” 


“We have a situation in which 
the parents have the right to send 
the child to a school of their 
choice,” he continued. ““We have a 
situation in which the Government 
is to make available money for 
current expenditures, which in- 
cludes bus transportation. There- 
fore, I submit that it follows most 
logically that we should adopt the 
policy of saying to the State: ‘If 
you transport any children to and 
from school with any of these 
funds, then you must transport all 
children to and from school.’” 


The Connecticut Senator said at 
another point that “like all other 
loyal Americans I believe that the 
church and the state should not be 
controlled by each other.” But, he 
said, this principle was not involv- 
ed in the matter of getting a child 


id |“safely to the point of education,
